Several Large Contracts for Wiscon- 


sin 1902 Crop Have Already 


Been Made. 


The end of tlio present week will 


aeo the harvest ot the 1UOI crop of 
tobacco practically completed and one 
at the best crops in years will be shed- 
tied and out of the way of rrost and 
hall. 
The weather conditions dur- 


ing the past week have been tlrst 
class, tuo only drawback having been 
the scarcity of labor, the fanners 
In some sections having beuu 
dc<- 


layed some on this account. 


The crop is fully tip to the expec- 


tations of the growers, both in quan- 
tity and quality, and is sound and well 
matured. 
A rain would assist very 


materially in finishing off the later 
riclds and help in curing the earlier 
shedded leaf. 


Vernon county seems to be the cen- 


ter of Interest just at present. 
IHiy- 


ers have been riiilng the county in- 
specting the fields, and quite a num- 
ber of contracts, at prices ranging 
from ten to twelve cents have been 
placed. 
One authority states that 


at least 1.000 acres have already been 
contracted for, whllo others claim that 
this is greatly over-estimated. 
A 


dispatch to the 
Ujilted States To- 


bacco Journal from Vlroqua, "Wis.. 
says: 
Till; many tolia^jo buyers 


lingering around this section have 
been considerably stirred up, by find- 
ing that the buyers for E. Uosenwald 
& Bio., of New Vork. had suddenly 
set the ball rolling tills week by buy- 
ing heavily of the 1902 crop In this 
section and thus stealing a march 
on the little army of buyers for tlio 
big corporations, who for some time 
have been prowling around Vernon 
county to gobble up the crop." 


This makes It look as if the big 


packers in New York did not Intend 
to let tile trust get all the cream ol 
the present crop. 
While early buy- 


ing is deplored by many, Btlll it has 
a good effect In one direction. 
It 


gives the farmer warning that his croji 
Is in good demand and braces him m: 
to asking a goo:i stiff price for ... 
The general impression among the 
conservative buyers Is that there will 
be plenty of good tobacco In all sec 
tlons this season, and for this reason 
there Is no occasion for unreasonable 
buying.

tors have taken tne fluid, but

action of Hosenwald & I3ro. is liable 
to start a null. »

leaf market. 
The sales are confined 


to small lots for the most part at 
though a trifle better tone prevails 
and injuries are more frequent.

enjoyed all the benefit to be derived 
from the dry. warm weather. While 
It Is generally believed that the grow- 
ing crop Is doing as well as could be 
expected. It Is admitted that the leaves 
are mostly of short and 
medium 


lengths, with a corresponding lack of 
the large variety. 


Connecticut Valley. 


Harvesting is now progressing In 


many parts of the tobacco growing 
country, and the gro'wers profess to 
be entirely satisfied with their crop, 
as they have n right to be. for, consid- 
ering the weather experienced until 
recently, the plants have certilnly 
thriven wonderfully.

World's Fair, St. Lculs, Sept. I!.— 


Tho science of aerial lllght now com- 
mands wliie attention In Europe- and 
America, and the magnificent prizes 
aggregating $150.000. offered by the 
World's Fair have stimulated expert- 
nicnttai work thruu^ioiit the world. 
The Velo of Paris quotes G. Tlssaud- 
ler as saying: "Those satlslled wltli 
making plans and sketching tliem 
from a slip of paper have no Idea 
of the trouble It takes to 
execute 


them In the experimental way. "Tho 
Velo further says: Last year at this 
time everybody 
was 
enthusiastic 


about the experiments of 
Santos- 


Uumont. and tiie press of the whole 
•world was praising tno young aero- 
naut, and predicted the coming of 
practical aerial navigation. 
Every 


day we were entertained with some 
new projects to advance the science 
of aerial navigation, and It went so 
far as to propose for 1902, an air ship 
race. 
Well! what became of all 


these "balloons d'essai?" 
It was 


thought that the death of Servero an- 
nihilate:'* all Ideas of future aerial 
navigation. 
But it proves to be a 


groat mistake for, although there 
Is 


not so muc'.i talk about the "Dirigi- 
bles." they really exist, suany 
In 


course ot construction, and some real- 
ly t o begin their experiments. These 
are a few of them: 
First, the San- 


tos-Dumont No. 7 and 8, which give 
the best chances of success. 
Next, 


tho "Villa de Paris" whlcli belongs to 
M. Honrl Dt-utsh and Is built by M. 
V. Latin, one of our best engineers. 
It Is probable that this "Dlrglble" 
•will be able to begin experiments nt 
the end of the summer. 
In the vil- 


lage of Mclgon. near Mantes, an Im- 
mense building shelters the "Dlrgl- 
ble" 
of Pierre and Paul Lebnudy. 


built from tho plans of Don Slmonl. 
This airship will be able to leave the 
shed at tiie end of the month. 
In 


the Park of Vauglrara Mr. de Drasky 
hopes to be able to experiment his 
"Dlrglble" In a couple cf months. 


Many others are trying hard to solve; 
this dllllcitlt problem of the aerial 
ntivigation. for example: M. Tur,. at 
Courbevols; M. Louis Plllet, at VIn 
cennes. 
Don't let Us forget 
the 


"Medlterranlan II." of M. Henry de la 
Vaulsc, who will continue, In Sept- 
ember, his very Interesting experi- 
ments In maritime aeronautics. In 
Iliazll, Jose (.1- Patronluo, seems to 
work seriously cm tiie same problem. 
As for the Americans of thu United 
States, tiielr bright Imagination does 
not know any bounds und thulr en- 
thuslaslsm Is stronger than 
ever. 


From that, we can see that thu Inven- 
tors have not lost any hope of miC' 
cess; and their desire being strong- 
er than ours, we must bo conlldeiit 
to see later on their 
experiments,

standing against rcnlllrmatlon of the 
Kansas City declaration and four be- 
ing tor It. so the committee turned to 
the other sections of the platform 
as they had been prepared by Gov. 
Boles and all were agreed upon with- 
out change. 


Wrangle Over Silver. 


The opening paragraph of the plat- 


form as proposed by Doles was as lol- 
lows: 


"That we reaffirm the fundamental 


principles of democracy a» promul- 
gated by the fathers of the republic 
at Its birth and Interpreted by the 
great leaders from the foundation of 
our government to the present time." 


S. A. Brewster of the Sixth district, 


Stuart of- the Eighth. Holly of the 
Seventh, and McDonald of the tenth 
opposed the compromise offered by 
Boles and offered the following In lieu 
thereof: 


"The Democracy of Iowa Indorse 


the principles of the democracy as 
enumerated by the last national plat- 
form adopted at Kansas City In 19uu." 


Denounce Fowler BUI. 


The platform as adopted declares 


anew faith In the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the democratic party and re- 
news allegiance thereto, but this is as 
close as It comes to mentioning the 
Kansas City platform. It denounces 
the Fowler bill now pending In Con- 
gress as an attempt to convert the 
banking Interests of the country Into 
a huge financial trust, opposes govern- 
ment by Injunction, llnds fault with 
the administration's policy 
In 
the 


Philippines, renews the demand for 
the election of United States Sena- 
tors by direct vote, demands equal 
taxation, declares for the repeal of 
the mulct law, and the enactment of 
a local option law. 


Debate Is Warm. 


After the reading of tlio majority 


report by Gov. Boles, Col. Mackey of 
Sigourney took the door against It, 
being cheered by the faction In the 
convention 
In sympathy 
with his 


views. 


Gov. Boles followed, and 
It 
was 


plain from the demonstration which 
greeted his words as well as his ap- 
pearance, that the silver cause would 
be defeated unless the leaders could 
do something to stem the tide. This 
they attempted to do, but without 
success, the eloquence of Gen. Wea- 
ver and the oratory of Walt Butler 
falling to have any effect. 


Vots Ic Unanimous. 


The spealtcrs on the side of silver 


begged and even threatened that fail- 
ure to reaffirm would send thousands 


' of Democrats Into the Republican 


ranks, but when Me end of the light 
was reached and the gold men had 
•won. Butler, who had been most se- 
vere In his arraignment of the ad- 
vocates of silence on-the Kansas City 
platform, proposed that the vote to 
adopt the majority report platform be 
made unanimous and it was done with 
a whoop.
